HAD IDEAL DEMOCRATIC RULE 


In Early Ysara of th« Republic, Roman 
Citizens in Maas Meeting 
Enacted Laura. 


The constitution of the Roman re­ 
public, especially 
during 
the early 
centuries of its existence, was demo­ 
cratic beyond any constitution known 
today. The citizens of Rome assem­ 
bled In a mass meeting dalled the 
cum it ÍH. and enacted the law», and the 
people each year elected two chief ex­ 
ecutive officers, whó were called con­ 
sul#. 
Another important office was 
that of the tribune, who was also 
elected for a year. He possessed the 
veto power, that Is, he could veto or 
annul laws passed by the comltia, 
and was held to be the special and 
powerful guardian of popular rights 
and the welfare of the commonwealth. 
The dumber was increased, and the 
body of tribunes became one of the 
most powerful parts of the govern­ 
ment. 
According to the modern use 
of the word, a tribune Is a champion 
of the rights and liberties of the peo­ 
ple.

The word also had another mean­ 
ing, being used as a name for a plat­ 
form and esi>eclal»y the platform and 
pulpit like structure In the French 
chamber of deputies from which a 
member addresses the assembly.

Bananas Grow Feinting Upward. 
A bunch of banauas, as displayed in 
a store Is hung Just oppoette from the 
way It grows. 
Bananas grow with 
their free ends pointing upward. The 
herb oo Which the fruit grows has an 
underground stem which sends up 
suckers or sprouts that attain their 
full growth lu a year aud a half or two 
years. Its “trunk” is not really a trunk 
at all, but a falsa* stalk formed by the 
curled base* of the leaves, which wrap 
themselves about tl» flower stein 17*1» 
stalk, almost s foot lu diameter at fhe 
bottom, rim s to a height of from ten 
to forty feel, 1» great leaves, a foot 
or two In width and from six to ten 
feet 
lu 
length, 
drooping 
outward 
When the plant has reached U* full 
growth there appears s huge flower 
bud, which opens and show» a bunch 
of U ttle purple flowers, each of which 
make» way 
a tiny bauana. 
The 
great flower cluster hangs toward th« 
earth, but as the separate fruits begin 
to grow they turn upward. 
From 50 
to 150 bananas, «elghlng altogether 
from 40 to 100 pounds, may grow In 
a bunch.

Doctor Russell, who tells us that in 
u spoonful of good arable laud there 
are more living organisms than there 
are people in the United Kingdom, 
lias probably not wasted his time 
making an accurate count, hut Yhere 
Jaluu doubt he is well within the mark, 
observes the London Chroplcle.

French 
bacteriologist recently 
caught his little son playing with s 
mud pie, and, borrowing a small por­ 
tion of the mixture, carefully analyzed 
R in his laboratory. 
He found it 
teeming with microbes, but only took 
a census of the harmful varieties. 
He found when he had finished his 
labor that the little hit of the "pie" 
he dealt with contained the following 
genus: Diphtheria. 1,800,000; measles, 
2,450,000; smallpox, 000,000; lockjaw, 
3,000.000; dysentery, 900,000; pneu­ 
monia, 505,000; tuberculosis, 620,000. 
And the total of nearly 11 million was 
only u percentage of the organisms in 
the delicacy.

The . flrst 
tuaasufc st 
in 1838 by BW5el, who determined the 
parallax of 61 Cygpi, a little star of 
the sixtli magnitude which had at­ 
tracted attention by Its great proper 
motion of five seconds of arc a year. 
At the beginning of the present cen­ 
tury 40 or 50 parallaxes had become 
known and in recent years progress 
in measurement 
has become very 
rapid. Greenwich observatory reports 
the determination of the parallaxes of 
50 stars a year, while some American 
observatories are doing even more. 
American astronomers have in prepa­ 
ration a catulogue giving the paral­ 
laxes of 3.000 stars and it is expected 
that within a very few years the dis­ 
tances of all stars visible to the na«éd 
eye In the northern hemisphere will 
lave been made known, as well as 
those of many fainter stars. 
The 
parallaxes are determined by both 
trigonometric and spectroscopic meth­ 
ods, w'hlle a third method can be ap­ 
plied to many double stars.

An elglit-day clock whittled out of 
bamboo by Const^u*» Benzl, of Rome, 
and valued at $50,000, is on exhibition 
In the jewelry and silverware division 
on the fourth floor of the Rush Ter­ 
minal sales building, says the New 
York Times. 
Two years were re­ 
quired to make the clyek, which is 
made entirely of bamboo with the ex­ 
ception of the leaden weight and two 
small glasses which serve as gongs. 
The clock, with 
Its complicated 
bamboo mechanism suggesting a min­ 
iature steel skyscraper In course of 
construction, stands about 7H J 8® 
high. At any time by looking af it 
one can tell the hour, minute and sec­ 
ond. the day of the week khñ the 
mouth of the year, as well as the 
phases of the moon, 
The clock strikes the hours aad 
quarter-hours, a cane mallet forced 
by a cane spring striking two goblets 
which serve as bells. 
The chimes 
are regulated to Indicate the time to 
those who cannot see the clock. At 
noon, If desired, a small flag is raised, 
the raising being preceded by a whis­ 
tle from a bamboo tube, and one min­ 
ute after the noon hour a cannon at 
the top of the clock Is discharged.
